London, Nov. 1. — A special deapatch to 
the United Press from Cape Town says that 
the troopa under command of Major Forbes 
and Dr. Jumoaon, administrators of the 
Hritiah South Africa Company, occupied 
Huluwayo aflor several lights in which the 
Malabolea suirercd heavily. The first fight- 
ing ocourrod between Hope Fountain 
and Buluwayo, where the Mata 
beloa had centred in force. The 
Matubelos were armed principally with 
their native weapons, ossegais and knoblier- 
rii;f>, although some of them had riilea, 
whiah proved of littleaerviea to them. T)io 
natives fought bravely, and made desperate 
attempts to get within striking distuncu of 
the British. The latter, however, with their 
superior arma and their gutling guua, were 
oblo, without trouble, to keep lliein from 
getting into dangfrmialy close ijuurters. 
During one of the fights, Major Forbes' 
lupiiis made an onslaught upon the 
.Matubelos and destroyed half of u regiment 
numbering hundreds of the natives. The 
Hritiah loss in all the engiigomonta was 
light. The ca'ivos were finally furo'd to 
retreat, followed by tho obartored com- 
pany's forcea. They fullowod the road to 
Buluwayo, where overythii.g wua ia tho 
greatest confusion, rumors from the scene of 
tho fighting having arrived with news of 
tho Matabulea defeat. No stand wua, made 
at liuluwiiyo, and all tho people living at 
tho kraal joined Iho fleeing army, tho oourao 
of which was northward along the foot of 
tho Matoppo hills It is thought that the 
Matubeles will mako for the /Cambesi river 
or for the comparatively uninhabited country 
to tho westward of the Umniati river. The 
Imperial troops took no part in the fighting. 
They followed Major Forbes and Dr. 
Jameson to Buluwaye, arriving there after 
the advance cnlumna had taken posaeaaion of 
tho place. King Lobengula accompanied 
his regiments in their flight northward.

CALIFORNI.4'8 VINTAGE. 

It Win Dccrenso for the Next few Years— It 
(Jrew Too Uaiililly. 

San Francisco, Nov. 1.— C. F. Wotmore, 
chief secretary of the Viticulturists Society, 
reports that the vintaf;Q of tho present 
aeaaon will be about eighteen million gallcna, 
or about three million gallons in excess of 
last year's yield, and will bo of good quality 
generally. About 4 0(J0 tons of grapes will 
bo used in tho Must factory ut Healdaburg, 
the product of which ia in great demand 
abroad. During tho next few years it is 
cxpeotcd that tho state vintage will show 
a decrease owing to the ravages of the 
phylloxera in various sections, and also to 
the recent check in the planting of vine- 
yards caused by the low prices that hare 
generally prevailed daring the past few 
seasons. Tho growth of the industry in the 
piBt having been too rapid, so much so that 
the output in one year rose from 0,000,000 
to 18,0U0,00O gallons.

— Bismarck's nowspoper 
organ Siiya Russia was driven to the alliance 
with France by Germany's friendllDeaa to 
England, and asserts that a secret treaty 
exists between Russia and Italy by which 
the latter is to reueiva favors from France 
in certain contingencies. 

Unillcnl Victories In Gerninny, 
Berlin, Nov. 1. — The victory of tho 
Radicals in Monday'aeleotionain Berlin was 
more decisive than at firat anpposed. Out 
of 5,173 delegates there are 3,713 Radicals, 
against 1,813 CoDservatives, 70 National 
Liberals and 68 dissident Radicals. Tho 
moderate Radicals, who voted against Herr 
Riehter, were annihilated. The diet elec- 
tion began on Tuesday, and tho usual apathy 
was di.Hplayed. Four out of thirty diatricta 
return Freiaiunigea, and the People's party 
predominates by a largo majority. Reports 
from Cologne say the Centre party was vic- 
torious in the elections to-day. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 

Retrenchment In Mexico— Trouble Brewing In 
Honduras— To Hamper Foreigners 
in Nicara£:na. 

CiTV or Mexico, Nov. 1. — A decree just 
issued reorganizes the Customs service, re- 
ducing tho tiovornment o-xpsndituro over 
§■200,000 a year. This ia another feature of 
Finance Minister Limantour's progressive 
policy. 

Tkoccioalpa, Honduras, Nov. 1.— Word 
comes from Nicaragua that Bonilla ia there 
conspiring with ex-President Bograb and 
Leiva, who arc being cloaely watched. It 

ia said here that New York and New 
Orleans men are furnishing money to fight 
VatiiU' z, though Bonillu's friends say the 
story ia abaurd. 

Manai:i;.\, Nicaragua, Nov. 1. — Tho 
Nicaraguan Aasenibly paaaed an article of 
the new constitution yesterday which has 
been framed esppuially to hamper foreigners. 
By its ti rms they will be obliged to pay 
forced loans whenever levied, and all extra 
Luxes which tho (iovernment may sec fit to 
lay upon tiiuoi. If any foreigner resident 
Intro ahoiild bo so bolil as to make a claim 
of any kind ag.iiiiat the (iovernment he will 
be exiled at nnco. Tho article may be con- 
strued, moreover, to auliject foreign reai- 
dents to military service. United Stateu 
Minister Baker has called to aeo President 
Selava about this imposition upon foreign- 
era, and wilt take ofiioial steps for its repeal.

Washington, D. C, Nov. 1. — The final 
legislative touches were put on the silver 
repeal bill in the Houae to-day. The meas- 
ure was taken op soon after the reading of 
the journal and was, after a series of abor- 
tive attempts at obstruction, and after a half 
hour's discussion, the time being parcelled 
out to some half dozen apeakera, steered to 
a final vote by Mr. Wilson (Democrat, West 
Virginia), who had charge uf it. A motion 
by Mr. Land (Uemoarat, Miaaourf), to refer 
it to the committee on coinage, with instruc- 
tions, was voted down. Yeas 109, nays 17~>; 
and then the Senate aubatitute was conuur- 
red in, yeaa 199, nays 04. Tho close of tho 
long contest was enlivened by a short speech 
from Mr. Allen (Democrat, Mississippi), re- 
turning thanks iu a comio manner to tho 
friends who had supported him in the fight 
and had enabled him toacoompliah what he 
had desired.

CONTINENTAL OPINION. 

How the Repeal of the Silver Bill Is 
carded In Europe. 

V1E.INA, Nov. I. — The Vienna Bourse 
was not afTeoted by the news of the repeal 
of tho American silver purchase act, tho 
belief prevailing that tho consequent drain 
of gold to America will not bo serious. 

Roue, Nov, 1. — Tho repeal of the Ameri- 
can ailver purchase bill is regarded with in- 
difference on tho 15our30 h'jre, and it will 
exercifio little irfiuenco on tho financial 
situation in Italy, unless it bo through 
Italy's relations with the Latin Union, tho 
existence of which may bo affected by the 
currency changes in America. 

Bkums, Nov. 1. — The United Press re- 
presentative called upon Dr. Miguel, Prus- 
sian finance minister, and asked him what 
he thought of the repeal of the Silver Pur- 
chasing Act. "Tell your countrymen," he 
replietl, "that, in my opinion, from the 
American standpoint, . the repeal of the 
Silver Purchase Act was an absolute neces- 
sity. No matter whether one is a bi metal- 
liator mono inetallist, everybody ought to Bee 
that it is perfectly impossible for the United 
States to have a financial balance and con- 
tinue the purchase of silver in tho face of a 
continual fall in the price of the metal. 



GERMAN AFFAIRS. 

The Kaiser Will Open the Belcbstag In I'er- 
Bon- Prasslnn Legislation. 

Bebuk, Nov. 1.— The Post announces 
that Emperor William will open the Reich- 
stag in person. ' It also saya that tho Han- 
over scandals will bo diacussetl at an early 
date, and that disciplinary punishment will 
1)0 meted out to all of the compromised olli- 
cers, Tho I'rusaian Cabinet has approved 
tho tobacco, wine and bourse tax bill. The 
bill will be Introduced in the Bundesrath by 
Prussiana alone. The South Germas States 
oppose the proposed wine tax upon the 
ground that it is too high. 

\nrlli Ainerli-aii Navlsallon Co. 

San Frandlsco, Nov. 1. — .Manager Leeds, 
of tho State Trullic Association, waa shown 
a dlapatch from Now York to-day stating 
that it was reported there that the Nnrili 
American Navigation company intended 
abandoning tho. Pacific route. "There is 
no auoh intention," he aaid. " As far as I 
have talked with the meinberB of our aaao- 
ciatiiiii, tlioy intend to conlinuo the com- 
petition in transportation which they have 
so succeBafuUy established."

A Gold Institute Suit— Plea, Nou FnliU- 
meat ot Contract— Post Office 
Regulations. 



The Pacilic Cable Movement Forcibly 
Brought to tho Attention of tlie 
Australian Governniouts. 



(From Our Own Corroacondont.) 
Ottawa, Nov 1. -A Gold lastitute sued 
William Burns for §75 for professional ser- 
vices. Burns pleaded that ho had not been 
cured of the alcohol habit. Judge Rosa 
gave a decision against the institute, but by 
request, judgment was given to allow the 
prosecution to put in further evidence. 

Tho recent decision of the Post OSBoe 
department states that circulars, printed or 
otherwise, produced in imitation of tpye 
writing, may be allowed to pass at a one 
cent for two ounces rate when at least fifty 
oapiea in exactly ilentical terms are handed 
in at the poat-ofEce at onu time. When 
such circulars are posted in tho receiver 
they should be tied together. 

further dispatch from England says 
that only ono Hninial, ex steamship Huron, 
showed aymptoinu of tho diaeaac, and those 
were only dotocted after alaugnter. Mr. 
Hunting, an eminent veterinary surgeon, 
who was engaged by the Canadian Govern- 
mont, says tho appearances presented by 
tho lungs of this animal were similar to 
previous cases, and, in his opinion, the 
disease ia not pleuro.

SPAIN AND TEE MOOBS. 

The Beleaguered Garrisons Beliered—Congtant 
Native Assaults on the Spanish Lines 
—Another Battle Reported. ' 

Madrid, Nov. 1. — The steamship Africa, 
from Melilla, arrived at Malaga- to-day and 
brought information that Gen. Ortega had 
succeeded in relieving tho garrisons of Ros- 
trogordo and Cabrerizas. The Moors con- 
tinue to make desultory attacks upon the 
Spanish lines. They are busily at work con- 
structing trenches and have advanced to 
within 600 yards of the Spanish forts, in 
spite of tho fire of the forts, which is con- 
continuoualy directed upon them. It is 
thought the Moors will make another attack 
on the Spanish forces before reinforcing 
troops arrive there. It was noticed when 
the Africa sailed that detachments of Moors 
were arriving to reinforce the already im- 
mense horde of native troopa aurrounding 
the Spaniards. The soldiers at Fort Cama- 
los arc in the worst position, being moat ex- 
posed to the Arab attack. 

It is no longer denied that the Arabs and 
Moora around Melilla are now besieging the 
Spaniards, and that the latter have all they 
can do to hold their own. livery da^ which 
elapses withoat the arrival of reinforce- 
ments increases the gravity of the sitoation, 
and will force Spain to send wore and more 
men to the front if she desires to drive these 
fighting tribesmen from the hills. A later 
dispatch cauaed conaiderab'e commotion. 
The exact facts in connection with tho dis- 
patch are not made public, but enough ia 
known to warrant tho assertion that mili- 
tary oflicers are discussing tho great diflfer- 
ence existing between tho reports of the 
number killed and wounded in tho last bat- 
tle before Melilla, as given out from official 
BourceB, and those just received. The lat- 
ter assert that at least 100 Spaniards were 
killed, that more than 300 were wounded 
and over 100 captured, while others are re- 
ported missing. The fate of tho wouudcd, 
captured and missing is aaitl to bo too horri- 
ble to contemplate, in view of the shocking 
manner in which a number of the wounded 
are already known to have been mutilated. 

« THE SILYES BILL. 

^ore British Fresa Opinions on the Bepeal 
Qnestlon. 

London', Nov. 1. — Loading papers com- 
ment on the repeal of tho .Silver Bill. The 
St. James Gazette says no country but the 
United States could have endured tho waste 
entailed by the Sherman act for a quarter of 
the time. Nothing in the hir^ory of aris- 
tocratic corruption over surpassed the cynic- 
al impudence of this silver legialation. 

The Globo says : " It was tho Preai- 
dent's display of unquenchable courage 
which finally secured victory. Tarill' re- 
form must como next." It heartily con- 
gratulates the President and American na- 
tion on cutting themselves loose from one of 
the most pernicious monetary experiments 
ever launched. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette aays : " The 
American ourrenoy problem ia by no means 
solved, but a huge barrier in the path of its 
solution has been removed. We nave cause 
for rejoicing, but tho rejoicing should be 
tempered, ainoe tho United States, iu order 
to replenish a depleted treasury, may look 
to us for gold."

An exciting aoeno followed, a 
babel of voioea protesting against tho 
amendment. Amid a storm of hiaaea Rov. 
Ur. Hunt seconded Dr. Wriglu'd amend- 
ment, and made a speech describing the 
Lords as ruQians.

Fifty Tlionsaiitl People lu Lino — General 
Jlounilug— Au Iniiiosluj; Oeromouliil. 

CiiiuAGO, Nov. 1. — This morning, in the 
presence of a multitude and amid evidence 
of general grief, the oasket oontaining the 
body of the murdered MayoV was borne to 
the gravo. All night u oeusolcBS prdoesiion 
passed both sides of the oaakob in the 
corridor of ihu oily Imll. A t o'olook this 
moraing 5,000 puoplo wore still awaiting iid- 
miasion ut the oikstorn portico. The funeral 
arrangements, however, mude it ncoeesary 
to close the doors. The oiisket was then 
lifted from the bior and the lid closed. On 
top was placed a Maltese cross, with the 
insoriptiou of "Father," and a pillow of 
lilies with the name " Papa." Those were 
the tributes of the daughter and the sous. 
Meantime the various sooietlea and organi- 
zations whose representation in the parade 
had been accepted were formed on the lake 
front and streets adjacent thereto. At g::!0 
the doors were reopened and the casket 
placed in the funeral cat; by eight sturdy 
members of the police and fire departments. 

The procession to the cemetery, headed by 
u platoon of police, at once began. It com- 
prised bunds of music and a number of city 
ntHuials, two detuohments of the Fifteenth 
iiifiuitry, United States army, a niiiiiber of 
rc'giiiioiita of llio Niilioiial Uiiurd, delegates 
from the police department, tlio Chiuivgo 
Hussars, honorary pallbearers, and a mini- 
bur of civic organiz.itious, There were 50,- 
000 petjple in Hoc. The route was tlirough 
tlio principal htreeta to the Cliurch of the 
lOpipliaiiy. 'J'lie nieniliers of tlio family, 
Mifs Annie Howard, hor brolliera, and a few 
intimate frieiula were driven in advance of 
the proceaaion, and were ahown into pows 
immediately facing the altur. To llie rest 
of the edifice were admittoil the iinmodinte 
neighljors of the deceased, oliiciala of iho 
fllate and city. Rev. Ur. K. N. Mission, 
rector, met the body as it was brought in. 
The casket was placed on a (bkis in front of 
the chancel. Tho brief services of the Kpia- 
copal cluiroh were read, and after an elo- 
quent dit^conrse upon the life of the deceiUffd 
by the ofiioiating clergyman and singing of 
hymns the procession was resumed to Grace - 
land cemetery, where the remains were 
placed in the receiving vault.

THE FORT STEELE fiOBBERY. 



Twenty-One Thousand liollars Was the 
Amount of the Dishonest 
Clean-up. 

The Grave-Digfger Dies While on His 
Way to Prepare Roarers' Last 
Bestiugr Place. 



Fort Steele, Got. 29.— (Special.)— Up to 
the present time no clue has been found to 
the parties who robbed the Chinese — but a 
strong suspicion rests upon a man, a gambler 
by profession and an opium smuggler — who 
recently took French leave of Fort Steele. 

A man named Siepert, of Libby Creek, 
Montana, who worked on B. W. Jones' 
steamer Annerly as a deck hand, left the 
steamer on her last trip up, remained hero 
and built a small boat, in which he left 
rather mysteriously at H o'olook at night for 
Jennings, Montana. He got to Tobacco 
Plains (a distance of 70 miles) next morning 
early, and was seen alone iu the boat at 
McCracken's store. It was known, before 
hi reached Tobacco Plains, that ho had a 
pirty with him named Kirkpatrick. 

Special Officer Nelson saw Kirkpatrick on 
the opposite aide of the Kooteuay, and 
when lie espied the olHcor ho took to the 
brush and disappeared. It is thought he 
afterwards joined the boat further down 
tho river, and it is further reported that 
S'J1,000 waa ofiored at the railroad olHce at 
Jenking'a to be expressed to Spokane (in 
dust), about the amount loat by the Chi- 
nese, but this lacks confirmation. 

Kirkpatrick, or Fiizpatrick, hails from 
Spokane, and is reported to havo had a 
hotel or saloon there. He has been around 
the Chinese a good deal and know all about 
their dean up and about their going out, as 
he mixed freely amongst them. In fact, 
the Chinese admit that they sold him and 
his partner about forty pounds of opium, 
which they say went down the river to the 
United States, 

Mr. Cumines, S.M., is still here, and has 
not left a stone unturned to get at the bot- 
tom of tho matter, but ho finds it difTicult 
to secure lliu facta. 

Suapicion points strongly to certain par- 
ties at Fort Steele who must have lent their 
aid to tho party or parties who carried out 
the robbery, and it is hoped ere long that 
they will be in safe keeping. 

Poor Kogera, -.vho waa killed near Canal 
Flat, was buried at Windermere, and a man 
nunicd Bob Thornbury, who was going to 
help to dig tho grave dropped dead on his 
way to the graveyard, and was buried next 
day iu a grave bcnido the man whoso grave 
he intended to dig. 

The funeral of both men was largely at- 
tended, testifying the respect both were 
held in; wreaths of wild flowers were placed 
on both graves, and tho burial service waa 
read by Geo. Goldie, the recorder at Win- 
dermere. 

There Is a strong feeling in favor of ap- 
pointing an officer at Tobacco Plains at once, 
as a most undesirable element are getting 
close to the line. The American authorities 
should be promptly advised that this is be- 
ing made an avenue for ■ opium smuggling 
and smuggling Chinese across tho line. An 
order haa been recently sent for one hundred 
pounds of opium through the Chinese horo, 
which it is intended for shipment to the 
other side.

Numerous Lives Lost— Many Bodies 
Yet to Be Recovered— f all 
Details. 



Portland, Ore., Nov. 1.— About 6:30 
thlR. morning as eleotrio o&r belonging to 
the Oregon City division of the East Side 

Railway Co , run through tho draw of Madi- 
son street bridge aud plunged into the Wil- 
lamette river, u diatuaoo of about ,'!0 feet. 
Tho conductor saya tho register of cash fares 
is in tho car, which is now lying at the 
bottom of the river. Many oommntation 
and transfer tioketa aro panohed by a hand 
punch, 80 ho has no means of saying how 
many passengers wore on tho c^r at the 

time of the aooidont, but he estimates the 
number at about 20. The motornian stayed 
with the oar us long as poHsiblu, having a 
narrow escape for his own life. Ho has sub- 
scribed to an aflidavit, which readsas follows : 
" 1, Edward F. Terry, make the follow- 
ing statement : That I am motorman for 
the Edist Side Railway company. I left the 
station at Milwaukee for Oak Grove at 6:45, 
took on tiiree passengera at Oak Grove, 
turned there for Portland, after whioh time 
I do not know how many got on the oar, I 
found the traok somewhat slippery all the 
way in, bat worse on the bridge than else- 
where. I made reasonable stops wherever 
I found it slippery. I threw off the power 
as usual on oomiog to the bridge, then 
threw the power on about one turn after 
getting on the bridge, but don't know liow 
long 1 kept tho power on, but it 
was a very short time, aa wo expected 
to meet teams »t any time on the bridge. 
When I got into tho fog, whioh was 
heavier on the bridge than anywhere 
else I had seen it this morning, I tried 
my brake about three spans oast of the 
draw; it worked all right and held the 
wheels, but I found that the wheels slid on 
the traok. By this time I was within one 
span of the draw, and for the first time I 
saw the red light, I then reversed switch 
and put on the brake. It seemed to have 
no effect; tho car continued to slide. Tho 
power was on the reverse when the car went 
into the river. I stayed with the car until 
it broke through the gatr, and I saw that I 
had done all in my power to stop tho car, 
then I jumped and landed on the sidewalk 
and held on to the outside railing of tho 
bridge. My feet were hanging over the 
edge of the bridge. When I got up the car 
had sunk out of sight. I did not see it go 
into the river. I don't know how many 
passengera wero on the oar at the time," 

The statement of Gondaotor Powers is as 
foUows': " I, C. W. Powera'i hereby make 
the following statement : I am a 'conductor 
on the East Side railway. I left the station 
on the car " Inez " at Milwaukee at 5:45 
a.m. and went to Oak Grove. Left Oak 
Grove at 5:55 with five passengera. The 
track and trolley were very frosty along the 
line. It was also very foggy. At Selwood 
I took on some more passengers ; don't know 
how many. At Midway took on two or 
three more. Coming through Eiat Portland 
I took up three paseengers, one of whom was 
a lady. When we went on tho bridge the 
car was not going fast. When we arrived 
about tho middle of the bridge I wont 
through the car to look at tho register and 
look for tho red light; saw that tho motorman 
was looking for the light and had the brakes 
on, so I didn't caution him. I then took 
my register. As soon as I saw tha red light 
I opened the door and saw that the motor- 
man could not hold the car. I then called 
to the passengers to save themselves, and 
jumped off the front end of the car Just as 
the car struck the gates. I saw a number ot 
passengers jump off before the car left the 
bridge. I beard a lady cry for help and 
wont to her rescue, and foucd her to be 
Miss Thayer. She thought she was hurt, 
but after walking a short distance with her 
she said she was all right and would go to 
ivork.'' The ooaduotor and motorman have 
both surrendered themselves to the police 
authorities, and were lelaaaed «a theii own 
reoognizinoea. 

The bodies recovered are : Chas. Book- 
man, bookkeeper for ChriBtiansen t, Co., 
painters and decorators. Aldon street ; J. 
P. Anderson, stair builder, employed by E. 
& A. J. Martin & Co. ; Alex. Campbell, pro- 
prietor of tho Cabinet saloon; a deaf mute 
printer named W. P. Scott is among tho 
drowned whoso bodiea have not yet been 
recovered. 

Mr. Hoover, an employee of Hextor, May 
4- Co., in this city, and a paasonger on the 
ill-fated c.T.r, was interviewed by a United 
Frees repreaentativo. ll.; saya ho boarded 
tho car at Oak Grove. The track was very 
slippery ; the motorman liad great difii 
culty in stopping the car along the route, 
after running 25 feet beyond the stopping 
point. When they got on the bridge it was 
very foggy and dark and the car was run- 
ning very fast. He did not notice any stop 
or slack in speed from the time tho car 
entered tho liridge till it went off the 
draw. His attention waa first called 
by Conductor Powers opening the door 
and mailing out suddenly. Hoover retained 
hjs seat till tho majority of the passengers 
had passed by him. When he got on the 
platform he glanced back and noticed a 
great commotion at both ends of the car 
among the passengers, who were jnmpiog 
off dt both sides of the oar and over the 
dash board. Hoover thinks when he got 
off there were not over three or four pja- 
sengera in the car. When Hoover regained 
his feet after jumping off he looked into tho 
river and saw two men swimmiosl for the 
draw pin. Some steamer, he thinks tho 
I'^ntt'rpriso, but is not sure, WLua lueaing 
through, and apparently run over thi; two 
swimmers. Tho ateamor stopped aa Boon aa 
possible, apparently covering tlie swiinniera. 
Afterward a small boat appeared and picked 
up one of them. The h jdy was taken to a 
boat house udj.icent, and all elTorts made to 
reauBcitato it, but they were fruitlciia. Tho 
body of Joseph Stadler haa also been re- 
covered. He\ia-iun employe of C-o". Pen- 
noyer's nrill, living in Oik Grove, aged 25 
and married ; leaves u widow but no 
children. ^

MELLU'S LNl'ENTIONS. 

lie Denies Any Iiloiv of llestorlnc the Brazil 
Inu Empire— feiiotu'B Fleet. 

LOSDON, Nov. 1. — The Times has the fol 
lowing advices from Rio do Janeiro, under 
date of October 27 : " Tho armed steamer 
Uruno, (rhile leaving Rio on October 15tb, 
was struck by a shell and badly damaged. 
She has arrived at Desterro and reports that 
forty of her crew were killed. The insur- 
gents have plenty of munitions of war. De- 
cisive action by Admiral Mello is expected 
shortly. The government is mounting guns 
on the city batteries. The Republica ram- 
med the transport Rio de Janeiro, which was 
conveying 1,000 troops to Santos, and 500 
of tho troops were drowned. Admiral Mello 
conSrms the truth of this report. He denies 
having any direct intention of restoring the 
empire, lie wishes to bo recognized os a 
belligerent by tho foreign powers. Ho ox- 
pocta the warships Riachulo and Benjamin 
Constant will join tho insurgents. The rebel 
flagship AquiUaban was slightly domaged by 
tho tiro from the forts. 

MoNTEViDKo, Nov. 1. — The prevailing 
opinion in Montevideo at present ia that 
Admiral Mello is likely to be caught in a 
trap in the Bay of Rio do Janeiro if the 
powerful Ueet v/hich Peixoto is gathering 
from far and near arrivea before Mello gains 
a decisive victory. 

Bdenos Ayiie.h, Nov. 1. — Tho work of re- 
mounting the guus and repairing the 
machinery of tho warships Santos and 
Bahia, which are still loyal to Peixoto, is 
being actively puahod here. It is alleged 
that Peixoto'a naval Kjuadron will rendez- 
vous first in tho harbor of Montevideo. It 
willbecompoaed, it is alleged, of the Riachulo, 
the Benjamin Constanf, aud tho torpedo boat 
coming from Europe, El Cid, the Feiseen, the 
famous Destroyer and other torpedo boats 
from New York, and the Tiradentes, Bjkhia, 
Santos, Desterro and the small boats of 
Brazil's original navy, whioh have not 
joined Mello"8 revolt. They will then sail 
uorth all together and engage in a fight to 
tho death with Mollo's fleet. It is reported 
the insurgent admiral baa seized a cargo of 
food from an Argentine «teamer in the har- 
bor of Rio. A formal protest against this 
action has been entered by tho Argentine 
consul.

A Flood of Exhibition Haneers on Set- 
ting' iu From Chicago for 
'Frisco. 



Concessiouaires at the White City Ee- 
fuse to Obey the Orders of 
the Directors. 



CiinjACtO, Nov. 1. — Tho Fttuiuu olupo is 
likely within a few weeks to encounter some 
of the trials and tribulations encountered 
last spring in this city, when tens of 
thousands of unemployed of both sexes 
flocked in this direction in tho belief that 
the World's Pair would afford them imme- 
diate and remunerative employment. 
Thousands of exhibit attendants, waiters at 
cafes and other resorts, and other employes, 
to say nothing of a goodly proportion of the 
girls who have presided over the Waukesha 
water kiosks and the candy, chocolate, 
jewelry and other booths ure making 
preparations to move on to San Francisco. 
Most of them have saved enough 
to pay their fares and railroad expentes en 
route, but they will land in 'Frisco desti- 
tute, and tho authorities and philanthropic 
citizens will have on their hands the aame 
problem with which Chicago has been com- 
polled to grapple several times during the 
past six months — how to feed and care for 
the multitude of unemployed. 

Midway Plaisance cuncessionaires are in 
rebellion. They refuao to close their shows 
in obedience to tho order given by tho direc- 
tor-general on Monday. The executive 
committee of the board of directors issued 
an order yesterday that all entrances to 
Midway bo kept cloeed and entrances of 
Jackson park be fenced. Tho Ferria Wheel 
company will apply for an injunction to- 
day. Tho gates of Jackson park will bo 
closed daily nt -li'M p m., and the grounds 
will be closed at 6 o'clock. The day's at- 
tendance was about 50,000,

STUPID OA RULING. 

We have very little to say to the News- 
Advertiser, to the Times or to any other 

Oppoaitioa journal whose method of contro- 
versy is to garble extracts from a apeeoh or 
from one of our articles and then to place u 
construction on the garbled extract at en- 
tire variance with the context of the speech 
or article under consideration. Controver- 
sialists who resort to such] methods are un- 
worthy to be answered. 

Wo did uot aaaail the accuracy of tho 
Kootenay Star's report of tho Premier's 
R-ivelatoke speech. We said it tvaa a brief 
summary, and we aay so atill. As repro- 
duced by the Opposition organs it exactly 
bears out the digest which we gave of the 
Premier's remarka. Here ia what we said : 

One of tho slrongtat poinla urged l)y the 
aeotionaliata was that tho Mainland had nut 
reooived ita just proportion of tlie expendi- 
tures. Mr. Diviu utterly routed them on 
this point by ehowiog that in fifteen yeara, 
whilst the Mainland had expenditurea of 
nearly $3,000,000, Vancouver Island ex- 
penditures were little more than half that 
amount, and that, tlirrejoi-):, wrordinij to 
the principlei of tin: ■■icrlittnali.-.t.i t/itm.-nJrn, 
the vole for the Parliament buUdimjs ii:a< 
Varmuver Island's due. But, rising above 
seotional considerations, be claimed that 
the Province was a large estate and that 
what benefited one portion — whetlier the 
Mainland or the Inland — helped the whole ; 
that the Province muat be governed as a 
whole, and the money should be expended 
wherever it would be of the moat ad vantage. 

Tho Kootonay Star reports Mr. Davie aa 
saying, after mentioning tho fact that tlie 
yearly sum for principal and interest for tho 
Parlian\cnt buildin^a wi uld he $'2."),.'i81 : 
" The sum mentioned .Miu id be conaidered 
as part of the amount due for expenditure 
in Victoria district." 

It is obvious that Mr. Davie is here mere- 
ly quoting the argument of the sectionalists 
themselvea, ua ho did in Kamloops and 
elaowliLro, uiid allowing that oven according 
to their eectional view of things the amount 
waa juatly Viotoria'a due. 

But, aa shown by tho general tenor of his 
speeches, the Prenrxier rose above a narrow- 
minded, sectional way of looking at things, 
and compared the Province to a 
lorf,'e caLate, expenditure upon one 
portion of which benefitted tho wliulo. 

We obaerve the Timea, uot to be outdone 
in miaropreaeutation and garbling by tho 
News-Advertia^, baa made the grand dis- 
covery that in his speech at Now Wcatmin- 
ster on May 9th, Mr. Davie diatinctly anil 
openly advocated throwing tho burden of 
tho Parliament buildings on the island por- 
tion of the Province. A wonderful discoT- 
ery, truly, and more wonderful still that the 
Times should have been the first to drop on 
It and that the News-Advertiser and Co- 
lumbian should never have observed it or 
scored the point !I 

The News-Advertiaer in trying to make 
its point resorla to garbling aimply, but the 
Timoa to sustain its discovery goes tho 
News one better. In (juoting from the 
World's report it deliberately loaves out of 
tho extract from the New Westminater 
apeeoh the following sentence ; 

" Now I would like to know if $25,000 ia 
going to bo expended for tliia purpose every 
year how that sum diyttribittrjl over the, ii-hulc 
Provinii: ia going to shorten the funda avail- 
able for building roads and making perma- 
nent improvements." Not content with 
leaving out this sentenop, the Times Informs 
ita roadnra that tho sentcnco just quoted, 
and wliioh it alao reproducea, ia "from 
anotlicr npeircli of the Premier," wheruaa it is 
taken verbatim from tho same World's lo- 
port of the Woatminstor ajeaoh from which 
the Timea is quoting. 

Verily, when Opposition jouraala'resort to 



garbling of the groaauat kind, to misrepre^ 
sentation of the moat flagranti oharaoter, to 
manufaotnring transparent and childish 

stories auoh aa the Barnard $25 eubacription 
romance, the §4 Soda Greek telegram fig- 
ment, and t9 other similar inventions, to hide 
their inability to anawer the trutha and argu- 
ments launched at thorn by the Premiir 
during his tour on the Mainland, it ia no 
wonder that they are fast losing what little 
confidonnn tho public over placed in thorn. 



THE CROAKERS GONTRADICTEB. 

Those who have been led to conclude that 
Great Britain ia in a bad way financially, 
will hardly believe that two of tho Aua- 
tralian colouiua, Victoria and New Soutli 
Wales, whoae credit it was declnred had 
been badly dauuvged during the lato deprea- 
aion, have been able to float loans in Eng- 
land to the amount of over four million 
pounds sterling. Tho oolouies appear to 
Imvo hud no dilliculty at all in raiaing the 
money. Thia ia what tho writer of " The 
Colonies " article, who ia not by any means 
given to exaggerate, aaya about these loaua 
in tho Times of the llUh ult. : 

The succe63 of tho Viotoriiin and Now 
South Walea loana has marked the week 
that has juat closed with a red-letter in the 
calendar of colonial fiuauco, and the revival 
of confidence which it iudiaates ia in some 
respeota tho more aatisfactory that it waa 
unsuspected. Only a month ago some of 
the bcat iuforniod exports wore of opinion 
that a colonial loan had no clmneo of ancceaa, 
and within^u week u practically unlinuted 
number of millions appears to be available 
for investment in colonial Government 
atock. The Victorian loan was covered and 
closed on Monday within four hours at tho 
fixed ptice of OC, leaving original bondhold- 
crs, who only sent in their decision to con- 
vert at H o'clock in tbo afternoon, indignant 
that they should liiive been too lute. Tho 
manner in which tho loan waa iauued did 
not admit of any correct eatimato of the 
amount of money over and above tho 
£'J,111,U0() r('()uired which waa at the 
ai-rvice of the Victorian ( lovorinnent, but 
some rough gueaa at it can bo given from tlie 
fact thiit (in Thuraday tho tenders fur the 
New Suutli Walea loan of £'J,.">UO,t)()0 
covered tho amount required nearly three 
timea over and enabled tho New South 
Wales Government to float it at a premium 
of lis. If the attraction of l per cent, ia 
enough to send a colonial loan above par and 
to give ono iit lenEt of the Australian colon- 
ies auch a success us it has only had onco 
before in the whole of its financial history, 
it Is evident that the distrust which has 
been so freely expressed of colonial seonri- 
tios cannot be in truth very deeply seated. 
On Saturday the premium bad risen to 
something over £2 10s., and the difference 
between a dividend of £4 on £102 10s. and 
£3 lOs. on £92, whiob was not long ago the 
price of the old stock, ia not suSicient to 
enable tho most determinedly hoatile critic 
to account for the success of tho loan on any 
other ground than that of renewed confi- 
dence. 

If tho Jeremiahs of the press are to bo bo- 
lioved tho above account muat bo wildly un- 
true. They have repreeented Great ]5ritain 
to be in auch straits that ahe could not pos 
aibly have a pound to lend to any one, and 
they have written so much about the de- 
pression and unrest in the Australian colon- 
ies that it might be supposed that no one 
out of a lunatic asylum would lend them a 
dollar on any terms. 

THE MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 

The Britiah Parliament niecta to-day. 
The Uniouiats are in good heart and are 
ready to carry on tlio fiuht against the Gov- 
ernment, either in Parliament or in the 
country. They arc, in fact, most deairoua 
to ^o to the polls now with Home Rule for 
Ireland for tho issue. 

Tho Liberals, on the other hand, do not 
appear to bo in very good trim. They 
greatly dislike the idea of an immediate up- 
peal to the country, and they are troubled 
with dissensions in their own ranks. Mr. 
Redmond has openly expressed his dis- 
approval of the proposed policy of the Gov- 
ernment, and threatens that if it ia curried 
out, he and his following of Parnellitca will 
sever their connection witli tho Liberal 
party. 

Mr. Gladstone ia to hang up tho Homo 
Rule bill for this year and proceed with the 
legislation which he and bis party consider 
popular. There can be no doubt that it ia 
the main object of the Government party 
just now to manufacture popularity. They 
are only ttio well aware of tho fact that they 
have, during the last six or eight months, 
lost ground on the island of Great Britain. 
There are indications to which no intelligent 
observer can be blind that Mr. Gladatono'a 
bill is not liked by very many in England 
and Scotland who at the lasc general ok 
tion favored Home Rule in Llio ab.itract. Hut 
Mr. Gladatone'a Homo Rule nieaeuiowaa 
very diireront from what they had reason 
to oxpoot it would bo, and they were nei- 
ther disappointed nor displeased when it 
was rejected by tho House of Lords. Thla 
uccounta for tho fact that there have been 
no great dcmonaLrationa to dhow lliat the 
people diaapprovo of thocourau taken by tho 
Lorda with reapect to Irish Homo Rule. 
This would not have been tho case if Mr. 
Gladstone's bill had been popular. If tho 
people believed in the bill and were greatly 
desirous that it should become law, there 
would have been indignation meetings and 
jirotesting proecaaions in every considerable 
town in lOuglaud, Scotland and Walea, and 
reaolutiona without number would have 
been passed condemnatory of the action of 
the House of Lorda. Tho philosophical 
equanimity with which tlio people 
of Great Britain regarded tho re- 
jection of Mr. Gladstone's Homo 
Rule bill convoyed a lesson that has 
not been lost on the " Old Purliumentary 
Hand." He knows better than to go to the 
country now on the Home Rule issue. His 
present poUoy ia to push auch measures na 
the Parish Council Bill and the Employers 
Liability bill, in the hopo that if they puss 
througli hotli branchiis of tho Legisialure 
his Government will gain thu material and 
moral strength which it so greatly needs, 
and if they are rejected by the Hoase of 
Lords he will be supplied with a grievance 
on the strength of whioh he and his lieuten- 



ants will be able to raise an agitation in his 
fayor. 

' ' Even if hia party bolda together, which ia 

very doubtful, there ia very little likelihood 
that Mr. Gladstouo will bo able to gain his 
object by the tactics whioh be is 
about to adopt. Xhe stand taken 
by Mr. Redmond and hia frieoda ia not 
likely to reoommend Home Rule for Ireland 
io thoae Liberala who have been only luke- 
warm in the cause, and it la calculated to 
convince every man who had doubts on the 
subject that it ia iniposaible to satisfy the 
Homo Rule party, — that, no matter what 
oonceaaiona may be extended to them, they 
will want more and sbill more, until even 
tho Semblance of union between Great 
l^ritnin and Ireland will have disappeared 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor aeea and deploroa thia 
and BO do many moro aiucoro and sagacious 
Home Rulers. / 

The following sentence from a apeeoh de- 
livered by Mr. Redmond on ;he anniversary 
of the death of Mr. Purnell has not fallen 
pleaaautly on tho ears of Britiah Liberals. 
Coinii.enting on a moderate apeoch made by 
Mr. Dillon, Mr. Redmond said : 

It WBS a strange, a singular thing that 
while Mr. Gladstone himaelfsaid that final 
ity was a diacredited word, that while Mr. 
Morley, an English statesman, spoke of the 
Rill as a compromise between Ireland's full 
demands and what they could give her, it 
was an Irish Nationalist representative 
alone who was to be found to stand up and 
declare in the name, of the Iriah race that 
thia Bill, with all ita imperfections, with all 
ita humiliating restrictions and d(■grallin^;

nation h.id never abandoned and never 
«ould, fur a full and complolo recognition 
of lii-r iiMli\ iduul nnlioiiality and her God- 
given right to rule lieraelf. 

Mr. Redmond, by taking thia atand, ia 
allowing that what tho bitterest eneniies of 
Homo Rule hud said of the spirit in which 
concessions would be received by the Homo 
Rulers waa only tho simple truth. He is 
also taking the moat eirective way possible 
to secure the rejection of Homo Rule when 
it is again submitted to the people of (!reat 
Britain at tho polla. Here wo have another 
example of the truth of tho saying th.tt ex 
trenics meet, for Mr. Redmond at ono 
extreme, and Mr. Chamberlain, who may bo 
said to be at the other extreme on the Home 
Rule queation, are now both working hard 
to iittilin the sumo end, namely, llie rejec- 
tion of Home Rule by the British electorate 
Uf the two, we would say that Mr. Rod 
mond is the more effeotive worker.

The World's Fair, which closed on the 
last day of last month, was a wonderful en 
terprise. Nothing like it waa ever aeeu be- 
fore. Its aucoess as a show has far exceeded 
expectations. The taste displayed in the 
construction and arrangement of the build 
ingd has excited universal admiration. Tho 
White City impressed all visitors aa being 
extremely boivutiful. Tho number and 
variety of tho exhibits, and the ingenuity 
and effectiveness with whioh they were oT' 
ranged, place the Chicago Exhibi- 
tion a. long way ahead of all 
the expoaitioiia of tho world's indus- 
tries that have yet been held. The citizens 
ot Chicago, and Americana generally, may 
well bo proud of the Exiiibition of 1893, 
We do not know what its snocess 
from a money point of view has been, but 
we imagine that its projectors will, in view 
of the credit they have gained by it, bear 
even a conaiderablo iiocuniary losa with 
equanimity. But wo have no reason to be 
lieve that there will be a loss. It may In 
that tho World's Fair has been succcaeful 
from every point of view. If It is, wo are 
quite sure that there is no one in any 
country that will begrudge the projectors 
either the credit or the profit which they 
have fairly earned.

Island laziretto yeaterday morning. The 
oteainer took out the winter's supply of pro- 
viftiona for the unfortunate lepers, who were 
not found to bo v.?anting for anything ; in 
fact the big pita of potatoea and various 
other vo^etikljles which the Chinamivn had 
reiuly for the winter rather surprised the 
two oiiioers. All tlie Chinamen appeared to 
be thriving wellund suffiring comparatively 
little from their awful disease. One of the 
men was in the hopes of getting well enough 
to come back to Victoria by next aummur. 
They have now a good portion of the laland 
under cultivation, including quite a large 
strawberry patch. On their little ranch are 
thirty chickens and sixteen ducka, which 
supply more eggs than they know what to 
do with. Among the supplies taken out 
were numerous articles contributed by 
private citizens. 

TiiK city polico wore yeaterday notilied 
that during tho prcvioua night the premises 
of C. W. Jonkinflon, who has a small watch 
repairing establishment on lower Johnson 
jtreet, had been entered by burglars and (i.'i 
gold and silver watches stolen. Jenkinaon 
had bjen on a apreo for tho previous week 
and could furnish no information of value.

Mr. Gorbia Exiraots Within a Few Days 
to Ylslt Nelson by That 
Bonte, 



The Kaslo Slocan Railway — Every- 
thiufif Has Been Arrauged for Its 
Immediate Construetiou. 



(SDOolal to tho Colonist.) 
KASi.o,Oot._'2(j. — Tho followiuu lelLer from 
D. C, Cocbia, undor date of Nelaon, Octo- 
ber 21, to a prominent gentleman in this 
city, will, apart fron^ Ita undoubted author- 
ity and importance to the basinets men of 
the Province, fully explain itBelf without 
comment : 

" I caino hero to-duy with tho intontiou 
of going to Kftslo before returning to Spo- 
kane, but find 1 shall have to abandon tlio 
trip until later— perhaps in about three 
weeks from this, by which time 1 cxpeot to 
come through to Nelson over the Nelson & 
Fort Sheppard railway. In this connection, 
1 wish to say that I expect to bo in a posi- 
tion to do some bueineaa with all Kootenny 
Lako points aomo time next month; to take 
freight and paaseugera between lako points 
and Spokane ut summer rates, and to make 
freight rates on ores to all Bmelting points 
in the United States as favorabio as thoao of 
any other line at any season of tho year 
Track on tho Nelaon .t Fort Sheppard is 
DOW within twelve miles of this pluce, and 
the lino will bo extended to Five- Mile 
Point, tivo miles east of here, on tho Arm, 
at which point, during the winter, 
freight and passengers to and from 
your town and other lake points 
will be transferred. I have a rotary 
snow plow just built, wbiob will be shipped 
from Paterson, N.J., within ten days, that 
will enable me to keep the road open with- 
out any difficulty, and shippers oan rely 
upon regular service during the winter. 
The steamer Nelson will run in sonnectiou 
with the line, and tho Navigation Compiiny 
promiao to arrange to keep uu open channel 
through tho Arm. I shall also be able to 
help you out in tho matter of mail proba- 
bly, as your post olHee inapootor has written 
mo on the subject. Please say to anybody 
icciuiriog that (he Nelson and Fort Sheppard 
railway will be in a position to do what 1 
havo indioited." 

The information contained in tho above 
letter has been widely circulated and has 
allorded un immenao amount of satisfaction 
to all business men and tho public generally, 
who have been looking forward with dread 
to tho approaching winter, foaring a repeti- 
tion of the privations experienced last season. 

Regarding the Kaalo-Slocan railway, mat- 
ters have reached an interesting stage. As 
is well known, tho right-of-way was thor- 
oughly inspected, about two weeks ago, by 
Messrs. Foley and Guthrie, reputed cou- 
4;ractors of the Great Northern railway. 
Mr. D. J. Mnnn, of the local syndicate own- 
ing the charter, accompanied them on thoir 
trip, afterwards journeying to St. Paul in 
their company, there to oompieto the negoti- 
ations so propitiously opened. Tuesday 
afternoon a mesaage was received from Mr, 
Munn by W. Baillie, the company's agent 
here, dated St. Paul, announcing tho glad 
tidings that everything had been arranged 
for the immediate construction of tho road. 
Instructions were also received to at onco 
send out the survey party to com- 
plete that work, and, to more quickly 
expedite mottcrs, two more engi- 
neers were to be employed. In com- 
pliance wiih the despatch, Chief Engineer 
McMillan secured the services of Meears. 
Luck and Perry, all of whom, with their 
twenty aaaistanta, departed this morning for 
Bear lake, to be gene several weeks. At 
the latter placo uu ollice will be opened 
under the charge of J. Eitstoa. The first 
work of the survey party will be to continue 
the line oat beyond Landon crtek, after- 
wards cross-sectionioK the roate towards 
Kaslo. Tho object for this is to enable the 
contractors to place several hundred men at 
work at either end of the road, and thus 
rush it through by the middle Of winter, no 
fliiH;;ulty being anticipated. 

Mr. Munn stated that he would be in on 
Friday's boat, and would at onco solicit ten- 
ders for clearing and grading. This wilt be 
done merely to comply with tho terms of 
the law. By to morrov/s boat from Bon- 
ner's Ferry, is expected the first shipment of 
the construction outlit, to bo follo'^ed imme- 
diately by the balance. Numerous forL.',';u 
graders are already flocking Into town to 
secure positions on tho railway, and by tho 
end of another week fully 500 men are ex- 
pected in. Winter approaching so ropidly 
great speed will have to bo maintained by 



every boat. All mail for tho uswly opened 
ollice ab Throe Forks, instead of being sent 
via Kaslo by daily mail to Watson and then 
forwarded, must bo sent by way of Nakusp 
tend New Denver. Thus a letter, written at 
Watson for tho Forks— which is only six 
milca away — must needs ho sent to Kaslo, 
thence to Nelson, on to Nakusp, in to Now 
Denver, and is finally forwarded to its des- 
tination. Hundreds of miles of useless 
travelling and at least two weeks are wasted 
by this foolish arrangement.

SUPBEME COURT OF B. C. 

IN 0IIAMBEB8. 
(Boforo Mr. Justice Crease.) 

IIANIC OK lililTISH COLtTMniA VS. WAUDNKll. 

A point of practice of considerable inter- 
oat has arisen in this caao in tho Cham- 
bers Court. It was raised by Mr. Prior 
(Eborta & Taylor) during tlio argument of a 
Bummona by Mr. Lindley Creaao (for Mr. J. 
H. Bowes aud the ll.ink of liritish Columbia), 
for final judgment under Order XIV, against 
tho defendant Wardner, who hud appeared 
but had made no affidavit of merits, or 
oMierwiao. Tho writ of summons was speci- 
ally aud duly indorsed under the rules and 
tho particulars, showing clearly on tho face 
of tbo endorsement that tho amount of prin- 
cipal money lent was $1,887.15, and tho 
umaunt of interest due, $35, making a total 
of $1,022.16. In the summation of tho 
amount it was by some error put as $1,002. - 
16, instead of the real amount, $1,0^ Id. 

The affidavit of Grange V. Holt, of the 
town of Nelson, agent of the said bank, 
made on the 3rd October, 1803, at Nelson, 
proved that the writ was issued on' 18 th 
September, 1893, specially Indorsed with 
tho plaintiffs claim. That the particulars 
of tho plaintifPa claim appear in the indorse- 
ment on tho writ of summons, and that tho 
defendant has paid nothing on account of 
tho debt, and that tho moneys claimed by 
tho phiintiir wero lent upon che(iuea signed 
by tho defendant and charged to hia personal 
account with his knowledge and couaent 
upon the terms and conditions as to pay- 
ment and interest set out in the said in- 
dorsement. 

On plaintiff's applying after tho usual 
time and notico to Mr. Justice Urako for 
leave to sign final judgment against the de- 
fendant the error in tho addition on tho in- 
doreement beoamo apparent. 

Thereupon tho learned Judge (on 17th 
Oct., 1893), ordered that such application 
bo refused without prejudice to plaintitTa 
right to renew the same, will leave to the 
plaintiff to amond tho statement of tho 
claim indorsed upon the said writ, and that 
service of a copy of such amended writ upon 
defendant's solioitor should be deemed good 
and effectual service upon the defendant for 
all purposes, and that defendant's appear- 
ance entered herein do stand m the appear- 
ance to such amended writ when so served. 

Tho writ was amended and served accord- 
ingly. A fresh summons was issued and 
duly served, containing a notice of intention 
to uao on tho application tho aame affidavit 
of .Mr. Holt which had been employed be- 
fore Mr. Justice Drake — and, by consent, 
reservico of it dispensed with. 

On the hearing Mr. Prior (Eberts & Tay- 
lor) raised a prelinduary oV)jection, that tho 
atlidavit which averred that tho particulars 
of tho plaintiir's claim appeared on tho in- 
dorsoment of tho writ aud stated the 
amount of $1,922 15 was manifestly incor- 
rect, as the total there named was .'?l,9'J2 15 
— and called for an amendment and ao bo- 
came a fresh writ, requiring freah service 
and freah appearance, which the order pro- 
vided for, and, of courco, a freah summons 
which contained a notico of tho intention to 
use the incorrect affidavit, contending that 
the affidavit should verify the writ and the 
writ be called upon as here -to verify the 
affidavit. An incorrect affidavit could not 
be called upon to aid an amended writ, and 
as this was an application for a final judg- 
ement under special rules— which had prior- 
ity over general ones — he claimed tho Judge 
should dismiss the application. 

Mr. Lindley Crease, in reply, contended 
that under rule 421 he had given the proper 
notico on his summons of his intention to 
use the affidavit of Holt the second time, 
and undjr rule -122, which enabled aliidavita 
already made and used in court, to be used 
in chambers, it was quite within his compe- 
tence to do BO now. Tho cauae of action re- 
mained alwaya tho same. The particulars 
rrado up tho amount and were fully indorsed 
on the writ remained the si>me. Tho 
amount stated on the affidavit wa« and ro- 
maincd the true amount both on the origi- 
nal and amended writ, and uoless there was 



S6m6 ftalisfaotlon Of material dififerenoe, 

aomo suspicion or injury to the Other side, 
or some new causo of action introduced, 
aud there was no need to draw out a fresh 
affidavit. If tney did, it was a mere nnne- 
ceasary coat, as it would have to be in iden- 
tical worde. The only possible difTerence 
would bo in tho date. As it was a new 
point and referred to a final judgment, and 
the hearing of a summons undor Order 
XIV. is in tact a short trial before a jndi/o 
without a jury, I took a littlo time to con- 
sider, and on reflection I am convinced that 
for the saving of expense the affidavit cau 
bo read a second titne. I think rules '121 
and 422 can bo used to supplement tho 
special provisions of Order XIV., and they 
can bo read together. I, therefore, over- 
rule Mr. Prior's objection, and consent to 
hear the summons.

SEWING AND HOUSEWORK NOW "BE- 
LATED TRADES" FOR WOMEN. 



Sucli KiiipIoyiiK-iit Iitfra Dicnltatfiu us Ai>- 
plipil to tho li'ttlr Sox — An Up to Date 
AddrcHs — "Whttt'8 tlio World A-oominE; 
To?" 

I recently heard Miss Jano Admna of 
Hull House fame read a paper ou "Two 
Belated Trades." Ilor ideas, if carried 
out, would create a rovolation in socie- 
ty, for slio asserts that sewing and house- 
work are "belated trades" and no longer 
in keeping with the progress of the 
times. Tho old time method of keeping 
one woiiiiiii in evcrj- family tied to a 
cookstovo and a kitchen sink is far be- 
hind the advancement of the age, and 
the incongruous arrangement is the canso 
of tlie unsolvablo servant girl probhnn 
and other domestic difiicuUics. Tho idea 
that there is anything immodest, unwor- 
thy or lazy about avoiding thiit kind of 
Avork when a woman is better fitted for 
something else is becoming obsolete, or 
•should be very soon. 

The discontent of middle class house- 
keepor.s, the troubles of mistress and 
maid, tlio intolerable drudgery accom- 
j)anyiug the satisfjing of our daily 
"Wants, can never be done away with tm- 
1;il housekeeping is placed upon a scien- 
tific biisis and housework elevated to tho 
dignity of ri trade, or of many trades, for 
it is now ;t conglomeration of numerous 
crude occupations. When this has been 
done and men and women left fri'f to 
choose their trades or <)ecu])ations willi- 
out fear or fiivor, honu's will 1)0 Imppier 
and society in general more harmonious. 

The old fear that women would lose 
tho qualities which make tliem lovable 
should tlu^y ci'aso to consider cookiug 
a»d cleaning sacred duties is unfounded. 
Woman grew only more charming a.s 
various kinds of work were gradually 
weeded from her province. Even nt)\v 
the wonnm who is most assiduous in tlie 
kitchen is least attractive in the parlor. 
This should not bo so, but the cold fact 
remains, and the only solution is tin- 
elimination of isolated, individual kitch- 
ens. 

These new ideas of woman's jiosition 
seem to be making havoc with economic, 
social and domestic arrangements. The 
introduction of machinery, with wom- 
en newly aroused and looking about 
for new fields ready to attend tliem. 
apparently caused great disturbance 
and mischief in tho labor world. The 
grqwlng ideas of woman's independence 
and freedom of action have s tendency 
to disturb and shatter old sociotary in- 
stitutions which liave been the land- 
marks of our civilization so many cen- 
turies, and in the so called higher classes 
a species of womankind has been evolved 
that was never known in the past. 

1 i-efer to the cultivated woman, the 
beautiful, delicately attuned, sensible, 
fin de sieclo woman, with the soul of an 
artist, tho ambition of a successful finan- 
cier, the acti\ity of a bricklayer, tho 
fine, nervous strength of a thoroughbred 
and, alas! the heart of a tender young 
girl. Society as it exists has no place 
for her. It is not necessary that she 
should toil for her daily bread, and she 
•is not needed in the bnsinesa world. If 
she paints or plays or sings or models 
dainty little clay heads, it is only for the 
amusement of her friends, who envy 
rather than thank her. She longs to be 
activ©, nsefut— great in some work— and 
no one needs her except as she brightens 
their leisure moments. 

Yet with all these seemingly bad re- 
sults of woman's newer freedom and her 
introduction into industrial fields, no 
really tlioughttul person can regret tliat 
tho change lias begun. The path to lib- 
erty and truth has never been an easj' 
one, but the way out of its difficulties is 
not backward. Repression now, or any 
attempt to put woman back into tlio old 
seclusion with penalties attached, could 
but work more mischief and stiffering. 
In time all society -will adjust itself to 
tho advancements of science. 

But tho time is approaching, is here 
now, when it is not so necessary to plead 
woman's cause as a canse apart from the 
rest of the race. The cause of humanity 
is sufficient. Too many reformers of the 
present day seem to forget that women 
aro people — justa partof the people, with 
faculties, needs, sj'mpathies, abilities, 
not so very different from the rest of 
them. When women were really ex- 
pected to "obey," to keep silent, to keep 
solely within tho seclusion of home, no 
matter what her circumstances or pow- 
ers, this v,-as necessary. But now, wher- 
ever woman's interest is identical with 
those of men, common si'nse would dic- 
tate that she bo not singled out, but 
■classed as part of the human race. 

The establishmontof a woman's build- 
ing at tho World's fair is a case in point. 
Why a "woman's building" any more 
than a "m.-in's building?" Why should 
not her ])i-oductions bi; classified as other 
■exhibits are? The fair is free for all, and 
tho starting of a little exposition by it- 
self seems to admit of either inferiority, 
•exclusiveness or peculiarity, as preco- 
cious children sometimes do to show 
what they can do "all by themselves." 
Woman suffragists who see no other 
cause in the world worth working for 
form another illustration. Many of them 
.aro willing to promi.se allegiance to any 
party, no matter what its i)rinciples, so 
that it will help them to a vote. If the 
franchise is not the means by which wo 
hope to establish tho highest principles, 
why in the world should wo strive for 
it? It should be a means, not an end. 

If woman is left free to develop and 
act, she will find her trtio limitations. 
If better fitted for si-clusion p.nd domes- 
tic relations, eventually she Avill find her 
equilibrium then.'. If in developing her 
brain and physical powers she must sac- 
rifice till! Kweetness, nobility, beauty of 
her nature, development will coaso. But 
this seems absurd. The most intelligent 
and active women are the mosf loving 
and tender. , 

Preedom of opportunity is tlio greiit 
principle. Only through it can men and 
women find their "proper spheres" and 
.roach tlieir highest possibilities of devel- 
.opinent. LlZZUS M. HOLMES.

A WOMAN PLAYWRIGHT. 



Career of SIIrs Alico Ivus, the Author of 
"IiorliiB." 

It is not going beyond present prom- 
ises and the probabilities to put Miss 
Alice Emma Ives down as tho coming 
woman playwright of America. Her 
recent play, a modern Russian drama 
named for its heroine, Lorine, was suc- 
cessftilly presented at Palmer's theater 
in New York some time ago and w;is 
stamped "a go." Later it was ptit on 
tho circuit and received with great fa- 
vor. But "Lorine" is not a virgin coin 
from tho unnt of a freshly born genius. 

Miss Ives has scribbled at play writing 
for 10 years, which means ever since 
she was a miss of school age, and the 
wastobasket and the cupboard of unsuc-

cessful nnmuscriiits liave received scores 
of her productions written lor i)ractice. 
When she was in her teens, the father- 
less girl whoso mother was struggling 
for a livelihood longed to go on the 
stage, but her family opposed it, and tho 
dutiful daugliter comiu-omised by thiidt- 
ing about the stage and writing about 
it and at it; hence a great jnlo of im- 
possible plays tied up in blue ribbons 
marked "N. G." and hence "Lorine," a 
successful play by a new woman author. 

Mi.ss Ives did not pout nor get dis- 
couraged nor take up with the first olfer 
of marriage just out of spit(! because sho 
was not immediately successfid, but 

: looked around in tho narrow field where" 
fortune had placed her (her home was 

j then in Detroit) and studied and wrote 
alinnt the things slio found at hand. She 
produced jMems, descriptions and stories 
suggested by the objects met with in her 

' daily life, failing of course to command 

' publishers to an extent that would yield 
her a living. Sho taught school for 

i awhile, and when her health gave out 
under tho double strain of a hard and 
uncongenial occupation she took up her 

1 facilo pen with the make or break de- 
termination that writing was her forte 
and must ho her fate. Site studied works 

I of art and wrote about them for the 

' press. She studied the drama and be- 
came a strong dramatic writer. 

Her ability as an art critic gave her 
reputation that was worth something. 
Her poems and stories, though poorly 
paid for, were extensively copied, and 
she believed that she had enough liter- 
ary capital to warrant risking a career 
in New York. She had now a place in 
the columns of The Art Amateur, the 
editor supposing from tho character of 
her work that tho writer was a man. 
When she walked into his sanctum one 
day and announced herself aa the Detroit 
correspondent, he was amazed to find a 
slender girl instead. Three years ago 
she establislied Iier home with her moth- 
er in a flat in New York and launched 
out as newspaper and magazine writer. 
The Art Amateur has printed her con- 
tributions reguliirly , The Century a poem 
or two, and The F(jrum for September, 
1890, a strong paper on "Tho Domestic 
Purso Strings,'' which was freely quoted 
from and noticed in America and Eng- 
land. .She does all round work for syn- 
dicates and newspapers, and her strong, 
humorous storii-s are at times veiled un- 
der a nom do plume. 

Miss Ives was born in Detroit. Her fa- 
ther was an Englishman and died when 
she was a baby. Her mother was from 
the Lowell family of Miissachusetta, the 
kin of James Russell Lowell. In habits 
she is Very industricats, earnest and con- 
scientious, in manners gentle and oblig- 
ing and in looks attractive, as much 
from the character which shines through 
her features as from the features them- 
selves. She has a hand so beautiful that 
sculptors have a.sked to model from it. 

The play of "Lorine" will shortly be 
placed on in New York for a long ixm. 
It is romantic in character, of strong hu- 
man interest and dramatic power.

IJarbosa, the recognized mouthpiece of 
Hrazil a insurgent forces on land, having 
soon in tho South American papera the re- 
print of Preeident Peixoto's despatch to the 
Heral(^ published Sunday, has answered 
him. Senator Barbosa's reply to Piexoto 
reads in part as followa ; 

' The Preaideut has seen fit to publish to 
tho world through tlio coluiuns of your 
paper false statements regarding tho situa- 
tion of liruzil. In behalf of those who are 
fighting in the cause of liberty, I ask the 
Herald, which ia always on the aide of free- 
dom and justice, to lot tho people of your 
great republic hear our side of tho dia- 
pute. Peixoto, who ia powerless to 
crush the insurgent squadron and restore 
order in Bruzii, bus availed himself of 
tho opportunity presented by tho revolt to 
establish a dictalorahip and to inaugurate a 
reign of terror. A single word of censure 
for his government, even a remark display- 
ing displeasure with his policy or the least 
auapioion that a m&n has denoanoed hia 
actions, sufSces for hint to throw the offender 
into jail. Even the foreign legations in Rio 
are watched by Peixoto spies and the liberty 
of tho preaa has been violated and free 
speech gagged. The telegraph has been 
monopolized for government uses to such an 
extent that foreign countries can only get 
word of tho status of iilfiira in Rio tlirou^'li 
tho nicdirnn of gnvcrmnent oryauB. lu 
lOiirope ami the United States reports 
favorable to Peixoto and his cause aro dis 
seminaled by the agent of his government, 
who declare tho people of Kra/.il aro in 
sympathy with tho iireuident. 

" The truth ia thai tlio mercantile clusaea 
of the country and all the foreigners of Uio 
really favor the revolution. 'I'ho Govern- 
ment has been forced to increase tho pay of 
its troops and raise their otlicora to higher 
grades and laviah money upon them in 
order to keep them loyal. The army ia full 
of apiea, and Peixoto has cruelly expoacd 
the national guard to tho fire of Mello's 
squadron. Hia budget has been exceeded 
largely during the laat six months and he 
has not now enough money left to meet 
ordinary expenses, Peixoto has bought 
arms at exorbitant prices since the revolu- 
tion began, and now announces the purchase 
of warships at an enormous cost, though he is 
without credit at home or abroad, Tbe war- 
ships in tbe upper Uruguay at Tonlon have 
declared themselves in favor of Mello, This 
squadron is provided with munitions of war 
sufficient for one year and provisions for aix 
niontha, and can renew these supplies by 
means of the receipts from the custom 
houses of Santa Catarina. All tho fiscal 
oflicea of that Btatfl are now held by Mello's 
friends. All naval men of iriluenco in the 
country aympalhi/.o with Mello, and I con- 
aider ii very unlikely that he will bo able to 
auppreaa tho revolutionists, but ehould he 
succeed in doing ao, it would prove a na 
tional calamity, for Brazil's republican con- 
stitution would then be completely wiped 
out. The C'lae ia similar to that of Chili 
and Balinaceda."

An Ingenious Invention for Adding Figures 
Autoniatleally. 

A recent foreign letter tofd of the success 
in London of an American invention called 
tbe "Arithmometer." The Westminster 

Budget says of it : 

"A mechanical arithmetioanT Impossi- 
ble ! Mathematics by raiacbinery ? Never! 
Account-keeping without an aooonntant? 
Absurd ! Sewing and writing and bread- 
making and cigarette-making— these and 
tho like we know and are accustomed to. 
But ciphering and account-keeping ! Surely 
that ia out of the queation. Kven in an age 
of machinery — when man ia worateil by the 
m.ichine at every turn — surely we have not 
come to that 1" Sh moat pi'raons, forgetful 
of liibbage, would have aaid a week or ho 
ago. So the uninitiated would apeak to- 
day. Vet it ia the aober and literal truth 
that that which seems tho impossible haa 
come to pass, ami that an invention has 
now been perfecti.'d, the A rithmometor by 
name, possessing all tho ciphering acoom 
pliahments, astonishing as it seems, setforth 
above. 

In general appearance tho machine is not 
at all unlike the type-v\ riter, but its inter- 
nal couatruction iiiipoars to bo considerably 
more complex. Vet it ia declared that it is 
almost impossible for it to get out of order. 
About 12 inchea square, the upper eurfac-.i 
oonsiata, as in the caao of tho type-writer, of 
a sloping keyboard, composed of keys or 
buttons corresponding to tho various numer- 
ala. Hy prephing down these any amount 
desired, from £I,IK)0,UO() to a penny, can he 
printed by means of types operating through 
an ink riband oa the paper which ia lixedoo 
the back of the iiiachtnc. Line after line of 
figures can bo printed thia way, pounds, 
shillings and poneo falling into their proper 
places according as tho rispective keys aro 
preased down, and then at tho enil, in virtue 
of Home mysterious mechaniam which seeiuH 
iiDlhinj.' leas than miraculoua to tho unin- 
Blructed, you pull a h^ver and your imiTi ia 
done. lOacli euhmui of ligurea ia rorroctly 
iiilded up, and the reault, giving, of courae, 
the Hum total of all the amounts, is printed 
in its proper place underneath.

The "Sail Mateo" Not Yet Surveyed -

Repairs to the "Al-Ki"-The " Robert 
Kerr's" Close Call— Sealers 
for Japan. 



The ollioial survey on the disabled San 
Mateo was not made yesterday, nor ia it 
definitely known when the work will bo 
done— probably not until tho wishes of the 
owners are communicated. The coal ex- 
perta who examined the cargo on Monday, 
while unwilling to furnish particulars of 
their investigation at present, state that 
they have no doubt the explosion was oaueod 
by coal gas. 

TIIB AL KI. 

Steamship Al-Ki is being not only re- 
caulked and repaired, but entirely recop- 
perod at Quartermaster harbor. Thia is Iho 
first time that a veaael has been covered 
with copper on the Sound for many years, il 
having been tho cuatoin to take them to San 
Francisco to have tho work done. Tho 
copper for the Al Ki was ordered by wire 
from San Francisco and brought up by the 
Umatilla on her preseut trip. Tho repairs 
necessary to put tho Al-Ki in good condi- 
tion were more extensive than tup- 
poacd when she went on the dry 
dock. While in Alaska aho got ashore 
and knocked olT twenty-four feet of tho 
keol, lost her shoe, splintered more of tho 
keel and broke some of tho planking. When 
aho arrived here on tlie last trip she was 
leaking badly. After getting her in the dry 
dock it was found necessary to take otT 
twenty-two planks and replace them, be 
sides re-oaulking and re-coppering the ship, 
It will coat about $5,000 to put on the cop- 
per. AboDt fifty CAulkers and carpenters 
from Seattle are now at Qaartennaster bar' 
bor assisting in the work, and abont 100 
tnen are employed on the slaip.' — Poat-Intel- 
ligeucar, 

THE "KEUn's" CLOSE CALL. 

The bark Robert Kerr, which ia'employed 
carryiug coal from Nanaimo to Vancouver 
for the O.P.R. steamships, narrowly escaped 
wreck on Monday evening last. Although 
it was perfectly fine weather when she left 
the Terminal City for Nanaimo a breeze rose 
before she got half way across the Straits, 
and the little Vancouver tug which had her 
in tow waa finally compelled by tho increas- 
ing galo to look out for herself. Tho bark 
waa thus left to drift holpleaa, for she had 
neither aaila nor anchors. In a very short 
time aho drifted very close to Gahriola reef, 
but the tug Lnrno canio along in time and 
rendered valu ibln assistance by towing her 
to Nunaimo. The Lorno left Comox last 
evening to tow the ship Glory of the Seas to 
sea.
